CANADA'S  ROLJi  IN  KEEPING  THE  PEACE  IN  VIBT-KAJ^I 

Canada  is  a  member,  along  with  three  other  countries, 
Poland,  Hungary  and  Indonesia  of  the  International  Commission 
of  Control  and  Supervision  (ICCS),   These  four  countries 
make  up  a  supervisory  "Police"  force  of  about  1,250, 
Canada's  representation  in  this  force  is  290  men,   130  of 
these  men  left  on  January  26th  -  the  rest  are  to  leave  within 
thirty  days.   The  P.H,  has  reiterated  that  if  any  large  scale 
fighting  begins  in  Viet-Nam,  the  Canadian  troops  will  return 
home   The  Canadian  troops  are  committed  to  serve  on  the 
ICCS  for  60  days.   Canadian  troops  are  not  armed.   The  head 
of  the  C  nadian  supervisory  force  is  Ambassador  Michel  Gauvin, 

The  ICCS  troops  are  stationed  in  two  unused  barracks  in  Hu^. 
The  Canadian  troops  were  supposed  to  go  out  into  the  field 
^8  hours  after  the  peace  treaty  was  signed,  but  because  of 
the  absence  of  the  Chief  Viet  Cong  member  of  the  Commission, 
to  organize  the  cease  fire,  the  troops  have  not  been 
guaranteed  full  support  from  the  North  Vietnamese  and  the 
Viet  Cong.  All  personnel  going  to  Viet  Nam  are  experienced 
veterans  in  the  armed  forces,  A3  the  ceaae  fire  violations 
decline,  the  Canadians  will  be  able  to  assume  fully  their

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VENEZUELA  -  A  Land  of  Contrasts 

All  adventures  are  based  on  soLie  exploration 
of  the  unknown.   That  is  the  way  I  thought  of  Venezuela. 
I  thought  there  was  a  primitive  civilization,  with  savages, 
etc,   I  was  wrong., , 

Our  ship  i„oved  slowly  into  Haracaibo  harbour. 
All  spotted  across  the  lake  in  front  of  us  were  oil 
derricks.   As  nost  of  us  know,  the  oil  for  the  refineries 
in  Montreal  cor.ies  fror;.  here  via  a  pipe  line.  When  the 
boat  docked,  it  proved  the  lake  was  rich  in  oil;   the  boat 
iijade  a  reverse  r.otion  and  the  green  water  in  the  area  of 
our  boat  turned  an  oily  black  which  obviously  car„e  fron 
leaked  oil  from  drilling. 

Lake  Ilaracaibo  is  the  largest  body  of  fresh 
water  in  South  America  -  hence  piranas  are  found  here. 
I  can  remeuiber  seeing  one  fish  (  possibly  a  pirana) 
chasing  another  -  it  was  a  rather  ugly  incident. 

Things  to  do  in  Ilaracaibo  are  rather  limited 
unless  you  like  touring  numerous  industrial  plants  which 
are  mainly  spin-offs  of  the  oil  industry.   The  major 
attraction  for  tourists  are  some  delightful  colonial 
towns  such  as  Polmarejo.   Ilaracaibo  is  a  very  modern 
city  (  which  is  spread  over  a  wide  area)  although  there 
are  few  sky-scrapers. 

Then  we  move  on  to  Puerto  Cabello  -  a  town  of 
the  past  which  is  the  wrost  slum  I  have  ever  seen.  It 
is  a  port  for  the  city  of  Valencia  and  has  lost  its 
importance.   The  city  was  in  shambles  -  even  the  best 
hotel's  swimming  pool  was  filled  with  bottles  and  dirt. 
There  was  nothing  to  do  here. 

Then  on  to  La  Guira  -  the  port  for  the  capital 
city  of  Caracas.   As  we  entered  the  port  we  could  see  the 
northernmost  extension  of  the  Andes  tower  above  the  port. 
It  was  rather  a  pretty  sight  with  the  houses  situated  on 
the  side  of  the  hills. 

Then  we  went  in  land.   It  was  an  hour's  drive 
through  several  long  tunnels  to  reach  the  capital  city 
which  is  in  the  mountains.   The  scenery  here  in  the 
mountains  was  quite  fantastic,  except  the  "favelas"  or 
slums  outside  the  city  on  the  hills.   This  is  of  interest 
to  those  who  take  Geography  in  Grade  X  since  Rio  de  Janeiro 
and  other  cities  have  the  same  situation.  Many  of  the 
houses  or  huts  have  no  water,  sewage,  etc.,  they  are  situat- 
ed here  because  the  land  is  cheap.

Venezuela  ....  continued. 


Caracas  is  a  veiy  interesting  city,  which 
has  a  long  history.  It  is  very  modern  with  several 
sky-scrapers.  It  is  well  planned  because  an  earth- 
quake a  hundred  years  ago  enabled  the  city  to  be  remodeled. 

Places  to  see  are  the  Casa  Natal  (birthplace  of 
the  father  of  Venezuela  -  Sinon  Bolivar),  the  National 
Archives,  Ilausoleuiii,  Library  and  several  Catholic  Cathedrals 
Venezuela  is  rather  similar  to  the  U.S.A.,  as  both  broke 
away  froiii  their  motherlands  at  approximately  the  saiue  time. 
Baseball  is  very  popular  here  and  the  NBC  Games  of  the 
V/eek  are  broadcasted. 

The  currency  here  is  the  Bolivar  (  worth  a 
quarter).   The  climate  on  the  coast  is  very  hot  (August 
is  85<^F.),  in  the  mountains,  it  is  rather  warm  (Aug.  70°P. , ) 
and  in  land.  It  is  very  humid  and  hot   The  hotels  are 
generally  good.   In  Maracaibo,  the  Del  Lago  is  recommended 
and  in  Caracas,  the  Tamanaco  and  Hilton  are  both  excellent. 
Prices  for  all  things  are  about  half  that  in  North  America. 

Here,  people  are  either  very  rich  or  very  poor. 
This  is  typical  of  all  things  which  are  very  different 
froi:j  each  other.   I  have  only  covered  the  "civilized" 
part  of  the  country  -  the  rest,  I  think,  is  mostly  jungle. 
I  would  like  to  go  on  another  adventure.

On  January  16,  1973 »  two  boys  froij  Selwyn 
House  were  expelled  for  being  involved  with  what  were 
apparently  drugs.

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LES   CANAPIEHS   SONT  LAI 


The  Ilontreal  Canadiens,  hockey  teai;i  par 
excellence,  was  first  forijed  in  Novet,.ber  25,  1909. 
It  was  originally  fori.ed  by  Ar^brose  O'Brien,  the 
fai'ous  L.inin,5  r.jillionaire.   It  was  originally  fortied 
to  balance  off  a  Ilontreal  French-English  hockey 
rivalry  for  the  new  National  Hockey  Association,  forri-ed 
that  saL.e  night.   Les  Canadiens,  of  course,  were  the 
teau  playing  for  the  French  population. 

After  playing  a  few  uedlocre  seasons  with 
such  stars  as  Newsy  Lalonde  and  George  Vezina  (  who 
died  in  a  gai..e  vs  Pittsburgh,  1925),  the  Montreal 
Canadiens  entered  the  1917-18  season  with  great 
expectations.  The  N.H.A.  had  dissolved  and  had  left 
five  teaus  -  Ottawa,  Toronto,  Quebec  City,  Les  Canadiens 
and  the  Montreal  V/anderers,  the  English  side  of  the 
rivalry.   Quebec  and  the  v/anderers  folded  and  Les 
Canadiens  had  a  record-breaking  season  as  Joe  lialone 
scored  ^^   goals  in  twenty  gai  es, 

lialone  left  for  the  1918-1919  season  as 
a  hard  fought  Stanley  Cup  battle  went  on,  being  called 
off  after  five  gat-es  because  of  a  serious  Spanish  Influenza 
epidei.ic  which  took  the  lives  of  Joe  Hall  and  George  Kenned. 
Kennedy  was  the  l"Ianager  of  Les  Canadiens  as  Joe  Hall  was 
a  star  player. 

The  20 's  were  a  tit.e  of  a  depression  that  grew 
to  full  potential  in  1929.  But,  as  always,  Les  Canadiens 
were  strong.   In  1925,  they  wond  the  cup  behind  Coach 
Leo  Tandurand  anP  the  wonder-boy,  Howie  Morenz.   1925 
was  a  r.iixture  of  tragedy  and  celebration  as  early  the 
next  season,  Georges  Vezina  collapsed  of  pneuti.onia  on  the 
ice  in  the  second  period  of  a  gar.e  against  Pittsburgh 
Pirates.   He  died  a  short  tine  later. 

The  20 's  closed  out  and  the  30 *s  brought  the 
^U-gai.,e  schedules  and  r.jakeshift  equipn^ent  out  of  style, 
despite  of  the  depression.   Hockey  dans  were  willing  to 
part  with  a  precious  fifty  cents  to  witness  a  gate  in 
standing  roor.,  only  arenas.   Les  Canadiens  car.e  out  on 
top  in  1930  and  I931  as  artificial  arenas  were  finally 
the  property  of  all  N.H.L.  teai:.s.   In  193^.  the  newly- 
built  Montreal  Porur:,  becai.^e  the  largest  indoor  arena  in  the 
Western  Hei.dsphere.
